As stated in last month’s newsletter, A+ Computer 
Response is selling North American QLs as a kit (no 
soldering needed) for only $139. It said that there is a 
tech wanual, a serial cable, and a monitor adapter cable, 
but didn't point out that the four bundled software 
packages are not included. No mention was made of the 
warranty. The QL comes in five parts: the case, the 
keyboard, the motherboard, and 2 wicrodrives. Therefore, it 
should be easy to put together. 


I have heard that the manuals were reprinted because 
all of the mentions of the four bundled software packages 


had to be taken out. 
So far I know that two people have ordered Q@Ls, and at 
the low price, I hope there will be gore.

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Here is the program and its instructions. Just type it 
in and run it. 
QLDRAW 1.1 
INSTRUCTIONS 


In the top left of the screen, there is a flashing 
cursor (the brush). You can select the brush color, the 
brush size (always the same vertically and horizontally), 
and the brush density (the number of pixels the brush moves 
at a time). You move the brush a specified amount of pixels 
(the brush density) using the cursor keys or the joystick 
and you 'draw a block’ (i.e. draw a block the size of the 
brush in the current ink color) by pressing either the fire 
button on the joystick or the space bar.

‘Tf you press the ‘ESC’ key, the menu will appear in the 
bottom section of the screen, and you will be in menu mode. 
(Joystick operations will not work in menu mode.) Next to 
options | - 3, there is a number in parentheses. These 
Numbers are the current parameters. 


Following are explanations of the six options. 


OPTION: 


#) = Change ink color. This allows you to specify an 
ink color in the range @ to 255. There are only four actual 
colors (not including stipples) because QLORAW operates in 
MODE 4, so you are also allowed stipples, which provide 
this extensive range. (For an explanation of stipples and a 
list of colors, see your users manual in CONCEPTS section.

#2 = Change brush size. This allows you to change the 
brush to any one of eight sizes: Ix], 2x2, 3x3, 4x4, 5x5, 
6x6, 7x7, and 8x8 pixels. 


#3 = Change brush density. This allows you to change 
the amount of pixels the brush moves at a time. The range 
is 1 to 8 pixels. 


#4 = Clear screen. Even though the screen is cleared, 
and the x and y coordinates are set-to zero, the brush 
size, brush color, and brush density are preserved. 


#5 = Exit menu. This.puts you back into drawing wode. 


#6 = Exit program. This stops @LORAW. Only the program 
is preserved. 


QLDRAW was experimental, so it only has very linited 
drawing capabilities. Save, load, copy, text, etc. are to 
come on revised versions.

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PRINTER RIBBON SAVINGS 


You can save a swail bundle when you replace your 
printer's ribbon if you replace just the ribbon and not 
the entire cartridge. Radio Shack stocks a fairly complete 
line of ribbons for common printers. A package of three 
replacement ribbons for the Radio Shack DMP13@, a.k.a. the 
QL printer, goes for $12.95. A single cartridge sells ..for 
$16.95. (Okay, you can get the cartridge for $8.60 if .you 
look around, but the savings are still significant.) 
Savings for other common printers such as Epsons are 
comparable. 

Replacing the ribbon is easy. The replacement ribbons 
tome packaged in a swall box that fits inside the 
cartridge to minimize handling. In addition, a plastic 
glove is provided with each ribbon, so you don’t get inky. 
Just remove the cover of the cartridge, note the way the 
ribbon is threaded and remove the old ribbon. Place the 
ribbon box in the cartridge and thread the loop of ribbon 
through the ribbon guides. Only after the ribbon is 
threaded through the cartridge do you remove the box. It 
tears avay in such a way that very little readjusting of 
the ribbon is necessary. Replace the cartridge cover, and 
your in business. If you can replace a regular typewriter 
ribbon, you'll have no trouble replacing a printer ribbon. 
You'll also have the satisfaction of knowing you saved 
yourself four or five dollars.
